ENNIAL BILL repeal’d, He kept the fame Parlia- 
mont in Being for many Years by Prorcegations ; which 
crept into Cuttom long before his Time, but were ffill a 
modern Invention, with Refpect to the primitive Inftitu- 
o1 of Parliaments, and wholly repugnant to the antient 
Practice. (hus He eftablith’d a franding Parliament ; 
which is, in the Nature of it, as dangerous as a /fanding 
Army ; aud may become, in fome Conjunctures, much 
more fatal to Liberty. When the Meafures of his Admi- 
Niiiration grew too bad, and the Tendency of them toa 
apparent to be detended and fupported, even in that Par-

I return therefore, and obferve that when the Spirit of 
Party tail’d King Charles, and the Corruption He employ 
ed proved ineffectual, He refolved to govern for a ‘Time 
without Parliaments, and to employ that ‘Time, as foon as 
He had check’d the Spirit of one Party by inflaming ‘hat 
ot another, in garbling Corporations. He had found by 
Hxperience that it was impoflible to corrupt the Stream 
in any great Degree, as long as the Fountain continued 
pure. He apply’d Himfelf therefore to fpread the ‘Taint 
of the Court in Them, and to poifon thofe Springs, from 
whence the Health and Vigour of the Conftitution flow. 
This was the third, the laft, and by much the moft dan- 
cerous Expedient, employed by the Friends of the Govern- 
ment in the Reign of King Char/es II. to undermine our 
Liberties. The Effect of it He did not live to fee ; but 
We may eafily conjecture what it would have been. 

The frequent fitting of Parliament was indeed provided 
for, indirectly and in Confequence by the Exigencies of 
the Har, which foon follow’d the Revolution. ‘This War 
made annual Supplies necefiaty ; and before it was over, 
the fame Neceflity of anual Seffions of Parliament came to 
be eftablifh’d, as it continues to this Hour, by the great 
Alteration made relatively to the publick Revenue. ‘The 
whole publick Revenue had been the Aing’s formerly. Par- 
lramentary Aids were, in thofe Days, extraordinory and 
occafional ; and Things came to that Pafs at laft, that Per- 
diaments were more frequently, or more rarely conven’d, 
suft as Courts had more frequent, or more -rare Occafions 
for fuch Supplies. But King 4 7//iam began to be, and all 
our Princes fince Him have continued to he, only Proprie- 
tors for Life of that Part of the publick Revenue, which 
is appropriated to their cioi/ Lif ; although They are in 
trufted ftill with the Management of the whe/e, and are 
even the Stewards of the pubiick Creditors for that Part, 
which is the private Property of thefe Creditors. [his is 
the prefent State, fufficiently known, but neceffiry to be 
mention’d particularly on this Occafion ; and [his muff

refAffing ; though Svdmifficn will be as grievous, and Ref. 
fiance much more difficult, when the Legiffature betrays 
its Truft, than when the Avg alone-abufes his Power— 
Thefe Reflections, I fay, are fufficient to prove thefe Pro- 
pofitions ; and thefe Propofitions fet before us, in a very 
ftrong Light, the Necefliry of ufing our utmoft Efforts, 
that the true Defign of our Conftitution may be purfued 
as clofely as poflibly by the Re-eftablifhment of anaual, or 
at leait ot triennial Parliaments. But the Importance of 
the Matter, and the particular Seafonablenefs of the Con. 
juncture invite me to offer one Confideration more upon 
this Head, which I think will not ftrike the lefs for be. 
ing obvious and plain. It is This. Should a Asag obtain, 
for many years at cncc, The Supplies and Powers, which 
ufed to be granted annually to Him ; This would be deem. 
ed, I prefume, even in the’ prefent Age, an unyuftifiable 
Nleafure and an intolerable Grievance, for this plain Rea- 
fon ; becaufe it would alter our Confitation in the funda- 
mental Article, that requires frequent Affemblies of the whale 
Legiflature, in order to affift, and controul too, the exe- 
cutive Power, which is intrufted with one Part of it. Now 
f ask, is not the Article, which requires frequent Ele@ions 
of the Repre/cntative, by the collective Body cf the People, 
in order to fecure the /after againft the ill Confequences 
of the poflibie Weaknefs, or Corruption of the former, as 
fundaméntal an Article, and as effential to the Preferva- 
tion of our Liberties, as the other ? No Man dares fay 
that it is not ; at leaft no Man, who deferves our Atten- 
tion. he People of Britain have as good a Right, and 
a Right as neceflary to be afferted, to keep their Repre- 
catatives true to the Truft repofed in Them, and to 
he Prefervation of the Conftitution, by the Controul of 
Trequcnt EleGions, as They have to keep their Kings true 
<4 the Lruft repofed in them, and to the Prefervation of 
the Confitutton, by the Controul of frequent Sittings of 
Partiament. How comes it then to pafs, that We may 
ovterve fo great a Difference in the Sentiments of Man- 
Kind, about thefe swe Cafes? Propofe the fir’, there is no’ 
rede friend cf Government, who will not affeét all that 
Horrou: at —_ Propofition, which every Friend of the 
sertnts wil really feel. Propofe the keeping up /ep-

Thefe Reafons, drawn from two or three common-place 
Topicks of pretended Conveniency and Expediency, or of 
fuppofed Tranquillity at home, and Strenth abroad, 1 need 
not mention. ‘They have been mentioned by others, and 
fufficiently refuted. But that, which may very juftly ap- 
pear marvellous is, This; that fome Men, I think not 
many, who are true Friends to the Conffituticn, have been 
ftagger’d in their Opinions and almoft feduced by the falfe 
Reafonings of thefe Frien?s of Government ; though no- 
thing can be more eafy than to fhew from Reafon and Ex. 
perience, that Conveniency, Expediency, and domeftick 
Tranquility may be, and in Fact have been as well, nay 
better fecured, under ¢ricnaial, nay annual Parliaments, 
than under Parliaments of a lonecr Continuance ; and as for 
Streneth abroad, (hat is, national Credit and Influence) 
it will depend on the Opinion foreign Nations have of our 
national Difpofitions, and the Unanimity of our Sentt- 
ments. It muft be chiefly determin'd theretore by their 
Knowledge of the real Senfe of the Nation. Now That 
can appear no Way fo much as in the natural State of our 
Conftitution, by freguent Elections ; and when it does ap- 
pear fo, it muft have another Kind ot Effect than the 
bare Refolutions of a ffale, minifferial Parliament ; e{peci- 
ally if it happens, as it may happen in fome future Time, 
that the Senfe of the Nation fhould appear trom the Senfe 
of /uch a Parliament ; and that the Refolutions of fuch a 
Parliament fhould be avowed dictated by Mez odious and 
hated, contemptible and contemn’d, both at home and a- 
broad. 

But in the Suppofition that fome Inconveniences may 
arife by frequent EleGions ; (which is only allow’d for 
Argument Sake ;) are fuch Inconveniences, and the trifling 
Confequences of them, to be fet in the Ballance againft the 
Danger of weakening any one Barrier of our Liberty ? 
Every Form of Government hath Advantages, and Dif- 
advantages peculiar to it. Thus ab/folute Monarchies feem 
moft form’d for fudden and vigorous Efforts of Power, 
either in attacking, or in defending ; whilft, in free Con- 
Aitutions, the Forms of Government muft be neceflarily 
more complicated and flow ; fo that in The/e, the fame 
Secrecy cannot be always kept, nor the fame Difpatch 2k. 
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or who would not prefs for the Revival of it, if it ftood 
fufpended for an indefinite, or even a lone Term? Who 
will fay that the Practice of giving Money without Ac- 
count, or pafling Votes of Credit; (by which the Pur/e of 
the Pecple is taken out of the Hands ot Tho/e, whom 
the People trufted, and put into the Hands of Thof, 
whom they neither did, nor would have trufted) who 
will fay that fuch a Deviation from thofe Rules ef Parlia- 
ment, which ought to be deemed facred and preferved 
jv.iolate, may be eftablifhed, or fhould not be oppofed by 
ail poffitle Means, if it was eftablifhed?

Vec {ity of having frequent Parliaments 1f we would 
preferve our Liberties. 


~T was a Secret (fays Mr. Fog) found out by the Mi- 
i] nifters of our former Princes, that nothing could con- 
tribute more to their own Eftablifhment, and provide fo 
well for their Safety, as the long Continuance of the fame 
Parlaments, or to fpeak in the proper Terms, as ftale 
Parliaments; for without thi:, there cou’d be no Hopes 
cf bringing Parliaments to be venal, and of making them 
iitirely obfequious to the Will and Command of fome im- 
pucent Undertaker or Undertakers, and from the Time 
that a Gap was made in the Conftitution, by altering the 
antient Cuftom of annual Parliaments, and keeping them 
til they forgot thofe, who chofe them, and purfued no- 
thing but their own private Defigns, the People have laid 
al the Grievances which they fuffered by the Male-Ad- 
minitration of thofe employed in the publick Affairs, 
fslely to this Caufe ; and therefore as foon as the Revo- 
lution was brought about, the chief Object of the Pub- 
lick Attention was to obtain fome Securities, that they 
ihould be in no Danger of falling into the fame uneafy 
Condition for the future. 

It is certain, it was expected, that Parliaments fhould 
again be made annual, according to antient Cuftom, and 
not only fo, but that they fhould not be adjourned or pro- 
rogued but by themfelves, becaufe, it had been found, 
that when fome good Laws were depending, the Mini- 
iters have fometimes prevailed upon the Kings to pro- 


rogue the Parliaments, in order to hinder their pate, 
ant 
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ani fuch a Power lodged in the Parliament, could no 
Way hurt the Prerogative, if Parliaments were ftill to 
be a.uaal, for People, who have ever been for fupport. 
ing che Prerogative, while it has made no Attempt to 
extend beyond its juft Bounds, would upon every new 
Election certainly reject all fuch Members as had thewn 
any Difpofition to alter the Conftitution. 

But our Patriots were pretty well content for the firft 
Step, to make Parliaments even triennial, hoping to ob- 
tain the reft fome other Time; and the Reafon why, I 
imagine, that no farther Struggles were made in that 
Reign, for putting us upon our antient Foot, was, that 
triennial Parliaments gave fo much Satisfaction, that the 
People were tolerably eafy. 

At the Time this At was repealed, and Parliaments 
were made Septennial, I never heard it fo much as pre- 
tended, that the Conftitution would be mended by the 
Alteration, the moft that was urged in Favour of it was, 
that it was neceffary to fufpend the triennial Act a-while 
to avoid a prefent Inconvenience; I know that there are 
fome general Reafons, which probably will be offered 
upon this Occafion, and therefore, bad as they are, ! 
think it will not be amifs to take Notice of them. 

Perhaps, it will be faid, that the frequent Returns of 
Elections, which muft happen if Parliaments fhould be a- 
gain made annual, or even triennial, will occafion fuch 
Contefts, as will keep up one perpetual diforderly Fer- 
ment in all Parts of the Kingdom, and be the Occafion of 
maintaining Sloth and Drunkennefs amongft the common 
People, and eternal Feuds amongft the better Sort. 

[can’t help obferving, that this Reafon for Ferments 
and Drunkennefs is juft of a Piece with that which Sir 
7 ba Falfaff gave for being fo fat, — This luxurious old 
Fellow, that was always Eating and Drinking, being re- 
proached for his monftrous Bulk, puts on a grave Face, 
and fays, that Grief and Fafting do fo puff a Man up — 
Perhaps, this Comparifon may appear a little too ludi- 
crous ior fo ferious a Subje@; but fure it fits, for cer- 
tainly that which defeats and puts an End to Bribe- 
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Y muft put an End to the Drunkennefs and Ferments 
wh ch are the Confequences of it. JI fay, that frequent 
Elections muft put an End to thefe Contefts, fince they 
ire Mot to generally occafioned by the Oppofition of the 
Gentlemen, who have the natural Intereft, and who = 
the 
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the Land Owners, as they are by the interfering of Stran- 
ers Adventurers, and Election-jobbers, who 
are fent by fome grand Corrupter cf P ts to try 
their Fortunes in Boroughs, or who are drawn down 
thither upon this Errand, in order to make their Court 
to him, that in Fact it is now known by Experience, 
that while the triennial Bill was in Force, the Contefts 
were not fo warm, the Diforders near fo great, nor the 
Feuds fo lafting, as they have appeared to be fince ;

liged to ame out as much for fitting one Year or three 
Years, as for fitting feven Years in Parliament, which is a 
Bargain that Men who have no Notion of getting into Par- 
liament but for the private Advantage which may be made 
ol it, will not be very willing to make, nor the grand 
C-.rr--p--r be able to fupport them long in making for this 
very Reafon, nothing can contribute more than annual, or
